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BREAD  GRAIHS 
Summary  of  recent  "bread  grain  information 

•  v   ..  ?" 

Revisions  in  the  1933  Russian  spring  wheat  crop  plans  now  definitely 
point  toward  a  smaller  acreage  for  wheat  this  season  than  in  either  of  the 
past  two  years.     See  statement  "below  on  Russia.    A  smaller  wheat  area  for 
harvest  in  1933  is  reported  in  Egypt  with  a  noticeable  shift  "back  to  cotton. 
See  statement  page  207.     Mild  weather  was  experienced  in  most  of  the  impor- 
tant wheat  areas  of  Europe  during  early  February  and  the  snow  cover  was  re- 
ported rapidly  disappearing. 

T.7orld  wheat  shipments  during  the  week  ending  February  11  were  domi- 
nated by  an  increased  movement  from  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  the  largest 
for  the  current  season  to  date.     The  Australian  shipments  exceeded  7,000,000 
bushels  and  those  from  Argentine  nearly  4,500,000;  the  movement  fro.m  the 
former,  however,  is  now  reported  past  the  peak  and  in  the  latter  country 
growers  are  said  to  be  limiting  export  supplies  by  holding  for  higher  prices. 
Australian  carryover  stocks  of  wheat  and  flour  on  November  30,  1932  amounted 
to  6,273,000  bushels  in  Victoria;  943,000  in  South  Australia;  352,000  in 
Testern  Australia  and  241,000  bushels  in  Queensland,  making  a  total  for  the 
reporting  States  (report  from  the  imcortant  State  of  New  South  TJales  still  un- 
available) of  7,310,000  bushels.     This  compares  with  .10 , 641 , COO  bushels 
carryover  in  these  States  last  year  and  a  total  Australian  carryover  of 
16,290,000  bushels. 

The  Greek  government ,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  wheat  imports  and  at 
the  same  time  increase  the  consumption  of  domestic-  currants,  recently  passed 
a  lav/  requiring  the  use  of  currants  in  bread  under  prescribed  conditions, 
according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.     It  is  required  that  the  currant 
bread  be  made  by  all  bakers  and  sold  to  consumers  direct  or  through  the 
retail  shops  in  the  ratio  of  three  units  of  common  bread  to  one  of  bread 
containing  currants  and  all  to  be  sold  at  the  same  price. 

"."/heat  acreage  and  crop  conditions 

Europe 

In  summarizing  crop  conditions  in  Europe  during  the  past  month, 
Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  Christy  at  Berlin  points  out  that  the 
weather  throughout  the  Continent  was  generally  mild  and  precipitation 
light  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  January.    About  the  20th  of  the  month 
a  severe  and  widespread  cold  spell  developed,  which,   in  view  of  the  fact 
that   snow  cover  is  insufficient  except  in  the  Balkan  countries,  may  result 
in  some  damage  to  crops. 
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Based  on  official  reports  from  the  three  important  wheat  countries 
of  France,  G-emany  and  Czechoslovakia  and  private  advice  from  Italy  and 
Poland,  it  appears  that  the  increase  in  the  continental  wheat  acreage  for 
the  1933  harvest  will  be  somewhat  smaller  than  expected.     There  is  now  a 
possibility  that  the  increase  will  not  exceed  1  to  2  per  cent,  though  this 
will  depend  largely  on  sowings  in  Italy,  Spain  and  Poland.     (The  Italian 
estimate  .just  received  indicates  an  increase  of  2.5  per  cent  over  a  year 
ago . ) 

Russia 

Revisions  in  the  1933  Russian  spring  crop  plans  definitely  point 
toward  smaller  acreages  for  wheat  and  the  total  for  all  crops,  according 
to  recent  advices  from  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
The  spring  .wheat  plan  has  "been  reduced  from  59,550,000  acres  to  around 
57,000,000-  acres  or  practically  the  same  as  last  year's  actual  spring  sow- 
ings.    With  the  substantial  decrease  in  winter  sowings  already  reported  the 
total  193?  Russian  wheat  acreage  (if  the  spring  plan  is  realized)  would 
amount  to  about  85,000,000  acres  compared  with  88,724,000  sown  in  1932, 
92,070,000  in  1931  and  80,500,000  acres  in  1930.     To  the  extent  that  the 
spring  plan  may  not  be  achieved,  should  unseasonable  weather  or  organization 
difficulties  prevail,  further  corresponding  decreases  in  the  total  wheat 
area  would  result.    Fall  plowing  g  for  1933  spring  sowings  are  also  consid  - 
erably  below  those  of  a  year  ago  (see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  December 
19,  1932,  p.  843).    From  the  point  of  view  of  exports  the  decline  in  winter 
sown  wheat  acreage  is  particularly  significant  since  it  has  taken  place  in 
the  two  most  important  grain  exporting  regions  of  the  Union  -  Ukraine  and 
North  Cauoasus,  states  Mr.  Christy  of  the  Berlin  office. 

Below  normal  temperatures  were  experienced  over  all  of  the  European 
section  of  the  Union  during  the  latter  half  of  January  but  somewhat  milder 
weather  prevailed  in  early  February,  advices  indicate.     Snowfall  during 
most  of  January  v?as  insufficient  for  the  generally  cold  or  fluctuating 
temperatures  in  many  regions  particularly  the  important  southern  wheat  re- 
gions of  Ukraine,  parts  of  North  Caucasus  and  Crimea  and  there  is  reason 
to  expect  some  damage  to  crops  especially  late  sown  cereals,  states  Mr. 
Christy. 

Foreign  market  situation 

Europe 

There  was  fair  trading  in  domestic  wheat  on  continental  European 
markets  during  the  first  week  of  February  but  not  much  foreign  business, 
axcording  to  radio  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin. 
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Flour  sales  improved  during  the  week  ended  February  8.     The  H  e  the  r 1 and s , 
Belgian  and  Czechoslovak  markets  were  sustained  during  the  week.     Hand  to 
mouth  buying  marked  the  French  market ,  hut  flour  sales  were  fair.  The 
market  in  Italy  was  weaker  again  with  little  interest  in  foreign  wheat  "but 
improved  demand  for  native  wheat  was  reported  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
country.    Austria  had  a  firm  market  despite  larger  offerings.     Flour  "busi- 
ness improved  in  that  country.    Germany  was  quieter  with  firm  prices  and 
small  offerings.     There  was  some  buying  of  high  grade  Canadian  wheat  as 
the  result  of  improved  flour  sales.  The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at 
Berlin  on  February  8  was  $1.23  compared  with  $1.20  a  week  earlier.  Rye 
prices  were  $.S4  and  $.93  respectively  for  the  two  weeks. 

In  summarizing  the  continental  European  wheat  markets  during  January 
Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  Christy  notes  that  they  were  rather 
listless  with  only  a  slight  response  to  the  pick-up  in  overseas  markets 
around  the  middle  of  the  month.     The  large  domestic  crops  of  1932  have  re- 
sulted in  a  practical  cessation  of  imports  in  some  of  the  important  countries, 
and  authorities  are  now  struggling  .to  keep^  up  domestic  prices  in  the  face  of 
the  large  domestic  supplies,  but  the  lack  of  export  markets  is  making  the 
problem  bo th_.xLiff  i cult  _ and expensive.     In  addition,  consumption  is  reported 
to  bo  declining.  .  r. 

Prospects  for  the  latter  half  of  1933,  however,  are  now  somewhat  more 
favorable,  Mr.  Christy  says,  since  it  appears  that  the  increase  in  the  con- 
tinental wheat  acreage  for  1933  will  not  be  so  large  as  previously  expected. 
In  addition,  the  recent  severe  cold  spell  is  believed  to  have  caused  some 
damage,  as  reports  indicate  insufficient  snow  cover  over  most  of  the  Conti- 
nent except  the  Balkans.     The  only  recent  protective  legislation  of  any  im- 
portance was  the  establishment  in  France  of  a  300,000,000  franc  ($11,760,000) 
fund  for  the  supoort  of  wheat  prices,  presumably  through  government  purchases 
and  storage.    Domestic  "prices  on  the  Continent  were  generally  downward,  but 
due  to  the  governmental  interference  and  local  developments  the  prices  in 
some  countries  were  slightly  stronger  toward  the  end  of  January.  Continental 
port  stocks  are  much  smaller  than  a  year  ago,  but  farm  stocks  are  consider- 
ably larger,  the  report  concludes. 

China  (  Shanghai) 

Foreign  '.heat  commitments  by  Shanghai  mills  are  fairly  heavy  for 
February-April  delivery,  and  some  further  bookings  for  spring  delivery  may. 
be  expected,  according  to  recant  information  from  Assistant  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Rossiter  at  Shanghai.    A  few -lots  of  Australian  and  Canadian 
wheats  were  bought  during  the  Chinese  ITew  Year  season.     During  the  week  ended 
February  10,  4  cargoes  of  Argentine  wheat  were  bought  for  April  delivery  at 
about  42  cents  per  bushel,  c.i.f .  Shanghai.     Shortage  of  wheat  in  Shanghai 
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has  "been  r  eli eved  "by  quite  heavy  arrivals  of  foreign  wheat  daring  the  last 
4  weeks  (most  of  January  end  early  February) . 

Shanghai  mills  are  operating  at  nearly  full  capacity .     Stocks  of 
flour  accumulated  slightly  during  the  Chinese  New  Year  holidays  when  demand 
slackened,  "but  now.  that  the  festivities  have  closed  demand  is  expected  .to 
improve  again  to  some  extent.    The  demand  for  Shanghai  flour  from  North 
China  continues  fairly .  strong. 

prices  of  wheat  on  February  10,  c.i.f.  Shanghai  for  April  shipment 
were:  Canadian  No.  2,  46  cents  per  bushel;  Australian,  44  cents;  Argentine, 
42  cents;  Western  white  was  unqoted  "but  the  nominal  price  was  about  50  cents; 
Chinese  wheat  for  February  delivery,  42  cents.     The  price  of  Shanghai  flour 
for  February  delivery  was  51  cents  per  bag  of  49  pounds. 

Japan    (Tokyo)  •• 

,'.  ...  Prospects  for  American  wheat  imports  into  Tokyo  in  the  immediate  , 
future  continue  unfavorable  with  Australia  aided  "by  the  depreciated  exchange, 
according  to  recent  information  received  from  Consul  General  Garrels  at 
Tokyo.     The  domestic  market  registered  weak  with  export  .demand  fair  and 
more  then  normal  stocks  on  hand.    Mill  activity  was  poor  due  to  the  decreased 
domestic  demand,  hut  this  was  partly  offset  "by  a  fairly  large  amount  required 
.for  flour  exports*,      .  .... 

Wheat  prices  on  Febrary  1  were:    Western  White  No.  2,  79  cents  per  • 
'bushel;  Canadian  No.  5,  74  cents;  Australian,  f.a.q.  72  cents;  domestic 
standard  grade,  62  cents;  Portland  wheat,  c.i.f.  Yokohoma,  54  cents,  duty 
and  landing  charges  excluded.    Imports  of  wheat  during  the  month  of  Pecember 
were  reported :  . United  States,  20,000  "bushels;  Canada,  160,000  bushels; 
Australia,  1.722,000  bushels;  total  1,902,000  bushels.     Total  exports  of 
flour  during  December  -  were  316,000  "barrels  of  196  pounds.     The  wholesale 
price  of  flour,  at  the  mill  on.  February  1  was  74  cents  per  ba„g  of  49  pounds. 

Wheat  prices 

Prices  of  wheat  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  advanced 
rapidly  during  the  first  week  of  January.    A  part  of  this  advance  was  lost 
during  the  second  week.     Daring  the  last  half  of  the  month  and  the  first 
two  .weeks  of  February  prices- changed  very  little.    Prices  at  markets  outside 
of  the  United  States  changed:  very  little  during  this  period.    Liverpool  May 
futures  reached  a  high  of  50-7/8  on  the  7th  of  January  and  closed  on  February 
11  at  50  cents  per  bushel.     The  spread  between  Chicago,  and  Livei'pool  futures 
on  the  3rd  of  January  no*  a/bout  4  cents  per  "bushel  but  from  the  4th  of  Janiia-ry 
to  the  11th  of  February  the  Chicago  price  ranged  froia  3  l/4  below,  t  o  1-1/8 
cents  above.  Liverpool .  •  . 
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The  relative  strength  of  prices  in  the  United  States  can  probably  be 
accounted  for  by  the  reluctance  on  the  part  of  sellers  to  market  wheat  in 
large  volume  at  the  present  level  of  wheat  prices.    Another  strengthening 
factor  has  been  the  fact  that  the  supplies  of  wheat  in  the  United  States 
available  for  export  and  carryover  were  about  25,000,000  bushels  less  than 
a  year  ago.    The  reported  poor  condition  of  the  1933  winter  wheat  crop  has 
also  contributed  to  the  support  of  wheat  prices.    It  is  also  significant 
to  note  that  world  wheat  prices  have  held  steady  during  this  period  in  the 
face  of  large  supplies  in  the  principal  importing  countries  and  the  usual 
seasonal  increase  in  world  shipments  of  wheat. 

Supplies  of  wheat  available  for  export  and  carryover  in  the  four  prin- 
cipal exporting  countries  on  February  1  were  slightly  smaller  than  those  of 
a  year  earlier,  though  the  distribution  of  stocks  indicates  that  they  may  not 
be  in  as  strong  hands  as  last  year  since  the  decrease  in  the  United  States 
supply  slightly  more  than  offset  the  increases  in  the  other  3  countries. 
There  are  some  indications  that  import  demand  is  improving.    The  effect  on 
prices  of  this  apparent  improvement  in  import  demand  may,  however,  be  offset 
by  the  release  of  wheat  for  export  from  the  countries  where  supplies  are 
larger,  especially  in  Canada  and  Australia. 

•  ;  Argentine  wheat  yields  irregular 

January  weather  was  quite  favorable  for  completing  the  harvest  of 
the  ^Argentine  wheat  crop  and  threshing  returns  from  the  south  and  south- 
west of  the  wheat  zone  confirm  earlier  opinions  regarding  production, 
according  to  a  recent  report  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  -Ray.  The 
official  estimate  released  on  December  10  was  placed  at  231,483,000  bushels 
but  private  opinions  continue  to  place  the  crop  from  7,000,000  to  18,000,000 
bushels  larger  than  the  official  estimate. 

Yields  of  wheat  in  Buenos  Aires  Province  have  been  extremely  irregular, 
the  lowest  being  in  the  southern  zone.    The  quality  of  the  grain  is  lower 
than  that  of  last  year  but  on  the  whole  it  is  considered  fairly  good,  al- 
though there  is  much  light  wheat.     Cordoba  had  a  f  Edrly -sati  sf  actory  crop 
with  quality  fair  to  poor  in  the  north  and  good  in  the  other  zones  of  the 
province  generally.    Rains  interrupted  harvesting  and  threshing,  affecting 
the  yields  and  quality.     These  two  provinces  a.ccount  for  around  70  per  cent 
of  the  total  Argentine  crop. 

Estimated,  carryover  of  old  crop  wheat  in  Argentina  on  Janua,ry  1,  1933 
.based  on  official  production  figures  less  exports  and  estimated  domestic 
utilization  is  placed  at  11,150,000  bushels  compared  to  16,305,000  bushels 
a  year  ago.    The  revised  report  of  exports  during' December  was  7,056,000 
bushels  and  about  52,000  barrels  of  wheat  flour,  according  to  a  cable  from 
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Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  on  February  11.    Exports  of  wheat  during  Jan- 
uary totaled  15,750,000  bushels  and  of  flour  60,000  barrels. 

The  spot  price  of  wheat  on  the  Buenos  Aires  market  was  slightly 
under  35  cents  per  bushel  late  in  December,  1932.    There  was  a  gradual 
rise  from  that  time  until  January  H  when  the  quotation  was  38  cents  and 
then,  except  for  some  slight  fluctuations,  there  was  a  gradual  decline 
until  January  26  . when  the  price  was  35  cents  again.    Trading  was  a  little 
more  active  tie  last  of  January  than  a  month  earlier  wi th  , European  demand, 
for  Argentine  wheat ,  somewhat  improved  since  there  was  less  pressure  of 
offers  from  Ho  rth  "America,  particularly  .Canada,  and  a  considerable  amount 
of  the  Australian  crop  was  going  to  China  and  Japan. 

Emergency  relief  needed  in  Entre  Rios 

The  almost  complete  crop  failure  in  many  sections  of  the  Province 
of  Entre  Rios  called  for  immediate  relief  measures  on  the  part  of  the. 
Provincial  Government  and  the  National  Government,  according  to  a  report 
presented  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  by  the  head  of  the  Bureau  of 
Rural  Economy  and'S-tatistics.  .  The  seriousness  of  the  situation  is  indicated 
in  the  production  estimates  of  wheat  and -flaxseed  crops,  which  are  said  to 
be  only  25  per  cent  of  the  past  '5-year  average  production.    It  will  not  only 
be  necessary  to  provide  seed  .grains  for  the  next  crop  due  to  the  poor  quality 
of  the  crop  harvested  this  season,  but  also  food  and  other  necessities  of 
life,  as  many  farmer s  are  wi thout  .any  .means  whatever...  Not  less  than  $902,000 
will  be  required  for  the  purchase  of  seed  alone,  while  an  additional  $696,000 
will  be  needed  for  the  purchase  of  f ood . .suppli es  for  18,000  needy  farmers, 
the  report  states..    '.  "„  '  [ ' ...   ...  . '.' ' 

The  report  recomm ended  among  other  things,  'that  railway  companies 
interested  in  future  crops  grant  free  transportation  for  seed  grain  necessary 
for  sowing  the  coming  crop  and  that  banks  and  business  organizations,  as  well 
as  railways  who.  have  benefited  from  crop  production  in  past  years,  contribute 
toward  the' purchase  of  the.  '.necessary  seed,  requirements .    The  report  also 
recommends  that,  land  rents  be  considerably  reduced. as  well  as  the  amortization 
charges  on  mortgages.. 


PEED  GRAINS 

Locust  and  drought  reduce  Argentine  com  acreage 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  area  planted  to  Com  in  Argentina, 
issued  February  7,  was  14, 332,'000.  acres  which  is  only  1  per  cent  under  the 
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14,468,000  acres .planted,  last  year  and  is  4  per  cent  above  the  13,776,000 
acres  planted  for  the  1930-31  harvest.     The  area  already  lost  is  approximately 
3,706,000  acres,  llr.  Ray  cabled,  and  of  the  10,625,000  acres  left  a  large 
proportion  wa's  seriously  affected  by  dry  weather  in  January  and  by  locusts 
which  destroyed  the  tips  of  the  ears..    The  damage  is  of  less  importance  in 
the  zones  where  corn  is  the  main  crop,  the  northern  part  of  the  Province  of 
Buenos  Aires,  the  southern  part  of  Santa  Fe ,  and  eastern  Cordoba,  because  in 
these  zones  farmers  more  actively  cultivate  the  land  and  fight  the  locusts. 
Although  official  reports  mention  dry  weather  in  January  the  daily  distribu- 
tion of  rainfall  that  month  is  slightly  more  f avorable  than  last  year.  The 
preliminary  report  of  the" total  January  rainfall  at  9  stations  in  the  Argentine 
corn  zone  was  118  millimeters  compared  with  93  in  January  of  1932.     For  the 
7  months  period,  July,,  1932  to  January,  1933  rainfall  in  the  corn  zone  was 
practically  the  same' as  for  the  same  period  the  previous  year. 

Excellent  crop  pro spect's'  in'  Buenos  Aires  province  have  been  reduced 
noticeably,  although  there  are  large  producing  regions  where  the  crop  is  con- 
sidered as  good.     Considerable  damage  was  feared  if  the  relative  drought 
persists  and  locust  continue.       In  some  parts,  losses  as  high  as  80  per  cent 
of  the  planted  area  are  reported,  though  considering  the  large  area  planted 
to  corn  the  average  loss  was  not  especially  serious  in  mid-January.  The 
province  of  Buenos  Aires  usually  produces  around  36  per  cent  of  the  total 
Argentine  crop.    Ho  provincial  estimate  of  acreage  planted  this  year  is  yet 
available. 

Present  prospects  point  to  a  crop  considerably  below  normal  in  the 
southern  or  corn  zone  of   the  province  of  Santa  Fe  duo  to  the  combined  effect 
of  locusts  and  lack  of  rain.    The  early  planted  corn  fields  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  -orovince  partially  escaped  the  devastating  action  of  the  locusts 
and  the  corn  was  ripe  the  last  of  January  but  the  point  of  the  ear  was  de- 
voured in  most  cases.    La.te  plantings  'were  largely  of  bitter  corn  and  were 
damaged  by  the  hopping  locusts  and  the  dry  weather  which  prevailed  until 
the  middle  of  January.     On  the  whole,  the  corn  crop  in  the  north  will  not 
show  an  increase  in  acreage  and  will  return  low  yields,  the  report  states. 
Santa  Fe  is  second  to  Buenos  Aires  in  corn  production  and  these  two  together 
account  for  approximately  70  per  cent  of  the  total  Argentine  crop. 

The  favorable  prospects  which  the  corn  crop  showed  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  Province  of  Cordoba,,  where  it  is  grown  with  special  care,  have 
been  offset  by  a  large  area  being  lost  and  seriously  damaged  by  Invasions 
of  flying  and  hopping  locusts.     In  addition  to  the  locusts  is  the  drought 
damage.     Other  provinces  are  of  only  minor  importance  and  above  comments 
apply  to  them  generally.     For  table  of  Argentine  acreage  sown,  harvested 
together  with  production  in  recent  years,   see  pare  237* 
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The  Argentine  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  recently  revised  their 
estimate  of  the  1931-32  corn  crop  on  the  "basis  of  an  investigation  of 
stocks  as  of  December  31,  1932.     The  crop  harvested  last  year  is  now 
placed  at  293,449,000  compared  with  the  previous  estimate  of  284,826,000 
bushels,   their  first  estimate  of  268,292,000  end  a  1930-31  crop  of 
419,661,000  hushels.

DRY  BEANS 

World  dry  b-an  crop  somewhat  smaller 

With  reduced  yields  of  dry  beans  in  the  United  States  and  Japan, 
and  a  short  crop  reported  for  Prance,  the  total  1932  crop  in  principal 
producing  countries  will  prohably  fall  "below  that  of  1931  and  the  three-year 
average  for  1929-1931.    In  the  Danube  Basin  the  harvest  is  placed  at 
12,278,000  bags,  which  is  slightly  less  than  in  1931,  although  Rumania, 
the  most  important  country,  reports  a  yield  equal  to  or  slightly  exceeding 
the  unusually  good  crop  of  7,284,000  bags  in  1931.     Of  the  countries  report- 
ing* Italy  alone  shows  a  decided  increase  for  1932  with  an  estimated  harvest 
of  3,950,000  bags,  which  is  46.7  per  cent  larger  than  the  crop  of  1931  and 
22.8  per  cent  above  the  three-year  average  for  1929-1931.    Production  in 
Japan  declined  from  1,485,000  bags  in  1931  to  1,179,000  "bags  in  1932,  the 
quality  of  which  was  impaired  by  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  produc- 
tion taale,     will  appear  next  week. 
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COTTON 

European  cotton  activity  limited  except  at  Liverpool 

Spot  demand  for  raw  of  most  descriptions  at  Liverpool  improved  during 
the  week  ended  February  10  partly  as  a  result  of  a  general  short  covering 
"by  both  the  trade  end  speculation  of  prospects  for  expanding  "business. 
American  middling  on  February  10  was.  quoted  at  7.27  cents  per  pound  or  more 
than  a  quarter-cent  above  a  week  earlier  and  a.bout  the  same  as  two  weeks 
earlier.    See  price  table  page  239.    At  Manchester  spot  demand  was  fair  but 
sales  were  adversely  affectedby  a  less  satisfactory  industrial  situation. 
Cloth  sales  were  very  disappointing  and  much  less  than  the  output.  Curtail- 
ment of  yarn  production  was  reported' inevitable .    The  Havre  cotton  market  was 
dull  generally  during  the  week  with  merchants  selling  very  little  and  only 
buying  near  requirements.    Both  spot  and  c.i.f.  demand  a.t  Milan  was  rather 
slack.    Demand  at  Bremen  was  also  limited  and  in  interior  markets  it  was 
reported  exceedingly  quiet  with  spinners  doing  little  -price  fixing. 

Sakel  stocks  low  at  Alexandria, 

By  mid- January,  Alexandria,,  stocks  of  Sakella.ridis  cotton  in  the 
open  market  were  relatively  low,  according  to  Cotton  Specialist  p..  K • 
Morris  at  Cairo .    For  the  3  months  preceding  Ja.nua.ry  15,  Sakels  experienced 
a  good  d-eiiiand  for  all  grades,   especially  Fair,  Fully  Fair  and  Fully  Good 
Fair.     The  situation  appeared  to  favor  the  sale  of  government  stocks  of 
those  gra.des.    Under  the  circumstances,   such  sales  would  cause  little  or 
no  comment  from  the  trade,  Mr.  Morris  states. 

•  Larger  cotton  acreage  expected  in  Egypt 

The  1933  cotton  acreage  in  Egypt  is  expected  to  be  from  30  to  50 
per  cent  larger  than  in  1932,  according  to  Cotton  Specialist  p.  K •  Morris 
at  Cairo.    The  decree  of  October  1932 <  limiting  the  cotton  acreage  to  one- 
half  of  the  total  cultivated  area  probably  will  be  enforced,  but  the  indi- 
cated increase  in  cotton  would  still  be  possible,    present  prices  of  cotton 
are  not  considered  high,'  but  they  are  better  than  a  year  ago.    Returns  from 
cereals  having  been  disappointing,  apparently  cotton  is  still  favored  as 
the  most  profitable  cash  crop.     The  acreage  was  1,135,000  acres  in  1932  and 
1,747,000  acres  in  1931.    private  estimates  for  1933  run  from  1,557,000  to 
1,815,500  a.cres.    Mr.  Morris  sees  some  possibility  of  these  estimates  being 
exceeded. 
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TOBACCO 

'I1  oboe co  consumption  maintained  in  Germany;  down  in  Italy 

To'o.t.cco  products  con  simp  t  ion  in  Germany  for  1932  was  1  per  cent  higher 
than  in  1931,  according  to  Tobacco  Specialist  J.  B-  Hut  son  at  Berlin.  In 
Italy,  the  1932  consumption  total  was  4  per  cent  under  1931.    The  German 
total  was  the  result  of  increased  consumption  in  the  last  5  months  of  1932, 
consumption  in  the  first  7  months  having  been  below  the  1931  level.     Con sump-, 
tion  declined  in  1930  and  1931  and  during  the  latter  year  was  . about  13  per 
cent  smaller  than  in  1929.     Cigar  and  chewing  tobacco  consumption  continued    •  I 
to  decline  in  1932,  but 'cigarette  consumption  was  23  per  cent  larger  than  in 
1931.    There  was  little  change  in  the  use  of  smoking  mixtures  and  snuff.  In 
Italy,  the  1932  decline  was  less  than  those  of  the  2  preceding  years ..  In 
1930,  consumption  was  12  per  cent  smaller  than  in  1329  and  in  1931  it  was 
6.4  -per  cent  under  1930  figures.    All  classes  of  products  shared  in  these 
declines,  but  cigar  consumption  has  declined  more  than  that  of  other  products. 
In  1332  cigar  consumption  was  35  per  cent  less  than  in  1929.

Smaller  world  production  of  hops 

The  total  1932  production  of  hops  in  the  most  important  hop  growing 
countries  of  Europe  and  in  the  United  States  is  estimated  at  80,775,000 
pounds  as  compared  with  99,412,000  pounds  produced  by  these  countries  in 
1931-     Including  rough  estimates  for  produ.ct.ion  in  countries  for  which  sta- 
tistics have  not  as  yet  been  received,  the  1932  world  hop  crop,  exclusive  of 
Russia,  is  estimated  at  85,000,000  pounds  which  is  18  per  cent  below  that  . 
of  1931  and  is  the'  lowest  crop  produced  since  1923  when  77,659,000  pounds 
were  harvested. 

The  small  crop  produced  in  1332  is  the  result  of  a  decrease  in  the 
total  world  hop  acreage,  as  well  as  a  low  yield  per  acre,  in  most  of  the 
countries  of  continental  Europe  and  in  the  United.  States.     The  decrease  from 
1931  is  mostly  accounted  for  by  those  countries  which  produce  the  mild  type 
of  hops,  namely  Czechoslovakia,  Yugoslavia,  Poland,  France  and  Germany.  The 
total  production  in  these  countries  was  only  34,716,000  pounds  in  1332,  as 
compared  with  52,926,000  pounds  reported  for  1931.     Countries  producing  the 
strong  flavored  type  of  hops  similar  to  these  grown  in  the  United  States 
showed  very  little  change.    An  increase  of  about  2,000,000  pounds  in  the  Eng- 
lish crop  wa.s  offset  by  a  similar  decrease  in  the  United  States  production, 
while  Belgium  reported  a  crop  about  300,000  pounds  below  1931.     See  table,

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^     Comparable  statistics  on  hop  carryover  and  stocks  are  not  available  • 
Stock  m  tne  German  and  English  brewing  industries  were  considered  to  be 
ratner  large  at  the  beginning  of  the  1932  harvesting  season,  according  to 
trade  reports,  while  stocks  in  other  countries  were  apparently  less  burden- 
some.    An  important  trade  source  states  that  by  the  end  of  May  1932  the 
fine  quality  type  of  hops  from  the  1931  crop  of  the  Central  European  coun- 
tries amounted  to  3,858,000  pounds,  while  at  the  end  of  May  1931  there  was 
a  carryover  of  about  9,480,000  pounds  from  the  preceding  year's  crop,  lie 
statement  is  made  concerning  any  carryover  of  older  stock.     Stocks  in  England 
at  the  end  of  May  1932,  according  to  the  same  source,  amounted  to  10,582,"'000 
pounds  of  which  5S518„Q0C  pounds  were  carryover  from  1931  and  5,070,000  were 
carryover  of  older  stocks.     In  the  United  States  stocks  were  placed  at 
4,960,000  pounds  at  the  end  of  May  1932  as  compared  with  4,750,000  pounds 
at  the  same  time  in  1931 . 


OILS  AImD  OILSEEDS 

Argentine  flaxseed  yields  low 

T-':e  rains  that  fell  at  harvest  time  in  the  Province  of  Santa  Ee  did 
not  damage  the  flaxseed  as  much  as  wa.s  first  thought  and  now  on  the  whole 
tne  quality  of  the  grain  is  considered  good,  according  to  a  recent  report  of 
the  Argentine  Ministry  of  Agriculture  sent  in  by  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Ray  at  Buenos  Aires.     In  December  it  seemed  likely  that  some  stacks  of  grain 
would  not  be  threshed  since  the  low  yield  would  not  pay  the  threshing  costs, 
but  on  the  contrary  all  the  flax  that  farmers  cut  has  been  threshed.  The 
yields  from  these  stacks  turned  out  light,   spotted,  and  full  of  extraneous 
matter  duo  to  the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  to  clean  it  thoroughly  while 
threshing.     Comments  on  the  returns  of  flax  in  the  province  of  Entre  Eios 
are  the  same  as  reported  in  the  January  23rd  issue  of  "Foreign  Crops  and 
Markets"  namely,  that  yields  were  very  poor  and  some  stacks  were  abandoned. 
Entre  Rios  usually  accounts  for  nearly  30  per  cent  of  the  total  Argentine 
crop  and  with  Santa  Fe  two-thirds  of  the  total-     There  has  been  no  estimate 
cf  production  for  the  entire  country  since  December  10  when  the  crop  was 
placed  at  53,147,000  bushels  compared  with  89,067,C0C,   the  revised  figure 
of  a  year  ago. 
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SHE  T70ELD  SITUATION  W  FEED  GRAINS  a/ 

The  combined  world  crops  of  feed  grains  (corn,  barley,  oats)   in  1932 
reached  record  figures  and  exceeded  19  31  levels  by  nearly  13  per  cent.  The 
1932  crops  were  grown  on  a  record  total  acreage,  largely  the  result  of  heavier 
corn  plantings.    Barley  and  oats  areas  were  not  so  extensive  as  in  some  other 
recent  years.     The  increased  total  feed,  production  over  1931  was  Quite  general 
with  increases  for  the  United  States',  Canada,  and  in  the  total  for  Europe. 
Tlae  European  potato  crops  were  also  the  largest  in  recent  years. 

The  movement  of  the  1932  feed  grain  cror>s  from  exporting  countries 
this  season  to  date  have  been  considerably  below  the  movement  of  the  1931 
crops.     The  movement  of  corn  reflects  a  relatively  sharper  reduction  than  does 
that  of  barley  or  oats.     Exports  from  Argentina,  the  leading  exporting  country, 
have  been  much  smaller  than  last  year.     In  most  producing  countries  except 
Argentina  stocks  of  corn  are  considerably  heavier  than  a  year  ago.  Frices 
tended  downward  during  1932  and  into  1933,  present  levels  being  considerably 
lower  than  at  the  same  time  in  1932.     A  number  of  importing  countries  have 
advanced  their  import  duties  on  corn. 

Available  information  on  feed  grain  crops  for  harvest  in  1933  indi- 
cates a  slight  reduction  in  the  Argentine  corn  acreage.    The  new  crop  in 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  was  not  planted  under  particularly  favorable  con- 
ditions.    Russia  reports  little  change  in t the  1933  planned  areas  for  barley 
and  oats,  while  in  the  Danube  Basin  winter  barley  plantings  have  been  re- 
duced somewhat.    Available  figures  for  western  Europe  give  little  or  no 
indication  as  to  the  probable  trend  of  the  crops.

Eussia,  wais  the  largest  crop  on  record  in  those  countries  as  a  whole,  and 
was  about  13  per  cent  larger  than  the  1931  production.    In  the  United  States 
there  was  an  increase- of  more  than  13  per  cent,  in  Europe.   19  per  cent,  and 
in  the  African  countries  nearly  7  per  cent.    In  Asia,  on  the  other  hand, 
there  was  a  decrease  of  more  than  7  per  cent.     See  corn  production  table, 
pages    222     and  223 . 

The  1932  barley    production  for  the  countries  reported,  which  in  1931 
accounted  for  nearly  88  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total,  exclusive  of 
Pussia  and  China,   turned  out  to  be  nearly  14  per  cent  larger  than  the  harvest 
of  the  preceding  year,  but  from  1.5  to  5  per  cent  below  the  heavy  production 
of  1323,  1923  and  1330.    The  United  States  and  Canada  together  showed  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  44  per  cent  over  the  short  crop  of  1331,  Europe  an  increase 
of  nearly  15  per  cent,  and  Argentina  a  considerable  increase,  while  in  the 
North  African  and  Asiatic  countries  there  were  decreases  of  about  9  and  18 
per  cent,  respectively.     See  barley  production  table,  pages    227    aid  228. 

The  oats    crop  for  the  countries  reported  in  1932,  which  in  1931 
accounted  for  37.5  per  cent  of  the  world  total,  exclusive  of  Pussia  and 
China,  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  12  per  cent  over  the  1931  harvest,  and 
is  the  largest  crop  since  the  very  heavy  one  in  1928.    The  United  States  and 
Canada  together  showed  an  increase  of  13  per  ©ent  over  1931,  Europe  7  per 
cent,  and  Argentina  25  per  cent.     See  oats  production  table,  pages  230    aid  23 


Trade 

The  combined  exports  of  corn    from  the  principal  exporting  countries 
from  November  1  to  February  4,  1932-33,  totaled  81 , 118 ,000  bushels,  which  was 
28  per  cent  below  the  112,435,000  bushels  exported  by  those  countries  daring 
the  corresponding  period  of  1931-32.     Exports  from  Argentina,  the  leading  ex- 
porting country,  were  only  half  as  large,  and  there  was  some  decline  from  the 
Union  of  South  Africa.     Exports  from  the  Danubian  countries,  however,  where 
the  production  was  very  large  this  year,  have  runup  to  nearly  25,000,000 
bushels  compared  with  10,000,000  bushels  last  year,  and  United  States  exports 
have  increased  from  less  them  1,000  ,000  to  more  than  3,000,000  bushels. 

Total  "barley    exports  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubian  countries  since  July  1,  1932,  have  amounted  to  33,140,000  bushels 
a  decline  of  20  per   cent  from  the  same  period  of  1931-32.     From  the  Danubian 
countries,  the  leading  barley  exporters,  shipments  fell  off  about  20  per  cent, 
while  Canadian  and  Argentine  shipments  were  only  about  half  as  large.  United 
States  exports,  however,  have  increased  from  3,500,000  to  6,500,000  bushels. 
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Oats  exports  from  the  sane  countries  since  July  1  showed  a  decline  of 
7.5  per  cent  from  the  preceding  season  to  31,635,000  "bushels,  due  to  a  decline 
of  4,000,000  "oushels  in  the  shipments  from  Argentina.     The  other  leading  ex- 
porting countries  showed  small  gains  over  the  preceding  season.     See  table 
showing  current  trade  movements,  page   235.

Stocks 

Stocks  of  corn  in  the  United  States  on  November  1  were  the  heaviest 
since  1926.     Earm  stocks  amounted  to  about  155,000,000  bushels,  and  the  total 
carryover  to  182,000,000  bushels  against  only  85,000,000  bushels  last  year. 
Stocks  of  barley  and  oats  as  of  August  1,  however,  were  not  so  large.  The 
total  carryover  of  barley  on  that  date  was  less  than  8,000,000  bushels,  the 
smallest  since  1927,  and  the  77 ,000 , OGO-bushel  carryover  of  oats  was  a  little 
below  that  of  last  year.     In  Canada  total  stocks  of  barley  at  the  end  of  July 
amounted  to  a  little  more  than  7,000,000  bushels,  the  smallest  since  1928, 
and  the  oats  stocks  of  30,000,000  bushels  were  less  than  half  as  large  as  a 
year  earlier.     See  tables,  page  221, 

In  England  and  "Tales  stocks  of  barley  on  January  1,  1933,  totaled 
14,747,000  bushels  compared  with  13,580,000  bushels  on  January  1,  1932,  and 
oats  stocks  amounted  to  48,090,000  bushels  conroared  with  47,880,000  bushels 
last  year.     In  Germany  stocks  of  barley  on  January  15  amounted  to  55,989,000 
bushels  held  by  farmers  and  25,843,000  bushels  available  for  sale  compared 
with  55,308,000  bushels  and  30,275,000  bushels,  respectively,  on  January  15, 
1931.     Oats  stocks  totaled  284,059,000  bushels  held  by  farmers  and  64, 142, COO 
bushels  available  for  sale  against  256,487,000  bushels  and  59,420,000  bushels, 
respectively,  last  year. 

In  the  Danubian  countries  as  a  whole  the  surplus  of  the  feed  grains 
this  year  was  especially  heavy.     The  barley  surplus  for  the  whole  year  was 
51,900,000  bushels  compared  with  33,757,000  bushels  exported  in  1931  and 
46,783,000  bushels  for  the  1926-1930  average.    Of  this"  amount  31,567,000 
bushels  were  still  available  on  February  1.     The  corn  surplus  for  the  year 
was  84,511,000  bushels  against  56,925,000  a  year  earlier,  and  51,422,000  for 
the  five-year  average.     On  February  1  there  were  still  available  47, 245, COO 
bushels.     In  these  countries  exports  during  January  have  been  unusually  low 
as  a  result  of  general  inactivity  caused  by  the  large  number  of  official 
and  church  holidays,  the  closing  or  partial  closing  of  river  navigation,  the 
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poor  condition  of  country  roads,  which  has  reduced  the. market  supply,  and  the 
continued  difficulties  in  connection  with  money  restrictions  and  irrroort 
prohibitions  on  the  part  of  importing  countries.     Some  increased  activity  is 
indicated  r"or  February,   cut  a  real  revival  in  exports  is  not  expected  before 
i.ferch  and  April . 

The  exportable  surplus  of  corn  in  Argentina  as  of  January  17  was. 
officially  estimated  at  15,400,000  bushels,  ba.sed  on  the  revised  estimate  of 
the  1931-32  production the  exoorts  since  the  beginning  of  the  eroo  year,  and 
seed  requirements  for  the  1932-33  crop  year.

United  States  corn  prices  have  continued  to  decline  steadily  during 
the  past  two  years,  the  monthly  prices  during  1932  being,  scarcely  one-third 
of  the  1930  level,  which  were  the  lowest  up  to  that  time  since  1925.  Argentine 
prices  have  also  been  low,   although  in  some  cases  several  cents,  above,  the 
United  States  level.     In  January  1933,  also,  corn  prices  in  these  countries 
continued  at  low  levels.

In  the United  States  the  average  price  of  Kb-  3  yellow  corn. at  Chicago 
during  the  year  ended  October,  1932,  was  only  35  cents  compared  "Tith.  50.  cents 
for  the  previous  year.    The  average  farm  price  wa.s  only  32  cents..    The  average 
farm  prices  of  barley  and  oats  for  the  crop  year  ended  June,  1932,. were  only  32 
and.  22  cents,  respectively,  compared  with  41  and  33  cents  a  year  earlier.  See 
table,  -oa.ge  220.     In  Canada  the  average  annual  price  of  barley  during  1932  was 
20  cents  compared  with  26  cents  in  1931,   the  oats  price  was  19  cents  compared 
with  24  cents,  and  the  price  of  corn  for  husking  45  cents  against . 42 . cents  in 
1931.    By  December,  1932,  barley  prices  bad  declined  to  25  cents  in  Rumania, 
27  cents  in  Yugoslavia,  .  30  cents  in  Bulgaria,   and  35  cents  in  Hungary.  Oa.ts 
were  down  to  15  cents  in  Rumania.,  19  cents  in  Yugoslavia,,  and  23  cents  in  Hun- 
gary .     Corn  was  only  18  cents  in  Yugoslavia,  23  cents  in  Rumania,  and  27  cents 
in  Bulgaria,  and  Hungary.

Many  tariff  regulations  have  been  made  during  the  last  few  years  which 
affect  the  international  trade  in  feed  grains  to  a  considerable  extent.  The 
United  Kingdom,   the  Irish  Free  State,  and  Switzerland  are  among  the  countries 
which  have  most  recently  passed  regulations  affecting  the  United  States  corn 
trade,  while  3-erma.uy  has  recently  imposed  a  super-tariff  on  Argentine  corn.
